New School 
Health 


Regulations 


A new health requirement was 
signed into lawby Governor Volpe 
on Sep, 5, 1967, This regulation 
states that ‘‘no child shall, except 
as here~in-after provided, be ad- 
mitted to school except upon 
presentation of a physician’s cer= 
tificate that the child has been 
successfully vaccinated against 
smallpox and immunized against 
diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
measles and poliomyelitis and such 
other communicable diseases as 
may be specified from time to time 
by the department of public 
health,”” 

Parents should make sure that 
children entering school have been 
immunized against the six com= 
municable diseases named above, 
There will be a small group of 
children exempted from the law 
because of medical and religious 
reasons, ‘‘In case of the former, 
a statement from the family physi- 
cian is required indicating the rea= 
sons why one or more of the im- 
munizations should not be given, 


In the éase of a religious exemp- 
tion a Certificate must be 
completed by an official of the 
church or religious denomin- 
ation,”’ 

This law applies to children of 
all ages attending school from 
kindergarten through eighth grade,

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Bowen Gives Safety Center 
Plans Go Ahead Signal 


Planning of the new public safety 
center will move ahead, accord= 
ing to a letter sent Wednesday to 
Building Committee Chariman 
Ernest N, Hall by Town Manager 
Richard J, Bowen, 

Bowen said that he had met with 
the chiefs and with the architect 
regarding the preliminary plans 
and would like a joint meeting 
with the building committee as 
soon as possible, 

He said he felt the plans show 
an adequate total amount of space, 

As for the exterior design he 
said he would insist that it be 
**As simple, as clean and as honest 
as is possible,’® His comment was 
in reference to the committee’s 
insistence that the design be 
colonial, 

In his comments Bowen said, 
regarding the designs: 


‘‘Without intending any re- 
flection at all upon its neighbor, 
it should under no circumstances 
seek to resemble an ice cream 
parlor, It should have a character 
all its own and at the same time 
be as traditional as can be rea~ 
lized, There are no public safety 
centers to be copied, and this 
building therefore cannot be a 
reproduction.,”’ 

Further, he said: ‘‘I should like 
to address myself to what I con- 
sider to be the problems inherent 
in the planning of this facility, It 
is emphatically clear to me, and 
I believe to the committee, that it 
is not possible to provide all 
of those items on which there can 
be agreement as being essential 
parts of the facility, With this 
very obvious fact in my mind, I 
believe that it-would be pure folly 
to continue planning on including 
things in the building that just won’t 
be done because of budget limit- 
ations, I take note of the fact 
that the architect is consistently 
optimistic about his being able to 
produce a facility for something 
approximating $22.00 a square foot 
- total project cost, His optimism 
is not supported by what is hap- 
pening in the construction of public 
buildings both in the Greater Law- 
rence area and the Boston Met- 
ropolitan area or for that matter, 
in the entire eastern part of Mass- 
achusetts, Since space appears to 
be an important, if not the most im- 
portant, requirement of the center, 
it is obvious to me that something 
else must give, It is also clear to 
me that there should be no or very 
few compromises in terms of the 


quality of the contents of the build- 
ing, Such compromises in the name 
of economy cannot help but result 
in inadequacies built into the build- 
ing which must be lived with for 
time timmemorial by the Police, 
Fire, and Civil Defense Agencies, 
‘*Therefore, the following items 
shall be omitted or modified at 
this time; 

Most spaces in the building shall 
be provided with the capacity for 
climate control, The actual install- 
ation of the air-conditioning equip= 
ment will not be made at this time, 
It is to be carried as an alternate, 

A completed pistol range will 
be omitted, 

The Central Station fire alarm 
console, the so-called Gamewell 
console and system is tobe 
omitted, This is an expense which 
should not be charged against this 
building, It is work that should be 
done regardless of whether or not 
a new building is constructed, 

The committee will not concern 
itself at this time with the provid- 
ing of furnishings and equipment 
with the exception of that which is 
affixed to the building, for example 
- lockers, 

* All) interior finishes, including 
the floor of the fire apparatus 
room, will be of such quality so 
as to reduce maintenance to an 
absolute minimum, Exterior win- 
dows, for example, should not be 
wood, 
¥ Site work should be held to that 
which is absolutely required for 
the operation and maintenance of 
the center, This is especially im= 
portant in terms of providing park= 
ing space for personnel of the 
Police and Fire Departments, 
**The above items are not nec-

Labor Day 


The summer season is just abom at an end, 

This week end will be the final one of the so-called 
official vacation season. 

The Labor day week end characteristically signals the 
end of vacation time and the back to business routine 

It is also the marking of a salute to the American 
laborer who has toiled in diversified vineyards through- 
out the year. This is his day of honor. 

Labor has come a long way since the day when Labor 
day became a holiday or even an observance. 

Instituted by the Knights of Labor, a dominant labor 
movement group in 1877, Labor day was marked by a pa- 
rade in New York City. Oregon first recognized the labor 
movement by declaring an annual holiday in February in 
1887. Massachusetts was the fifth state in the union to 
so recognize labor by declaring a holiday on the first 
Monday in September. 

Much has been accomplished in the years since 1877. 
The labor movement has progressed and enabled workers 
to enjoy benefits which may not have otherwise been 
gained. 

This year, as Labor Day is observed, one can view 
with some degree of satisfaction, what the workers of 
this nation have accomplished. 

From that early, founding observance, this nation has 
risen to be the greatest in the world in the manufacture 
of diverse items. 


In 1887, workers were probably concemed mostly with 
carpentry, textiles and only a few allied trades. 

Today, the nation’s millions of workmen are putting 
men in outer space. Space age technology has opened up 
an entire new world and thousands of new jobs. 

As the American workman rests this long week end, 
he can take heart in knowing that his efforts have con- 
tributed to making America great, and keeping it that 
way. 

As we salute Labor this week end, may we also ex- 
press the hope it will be a safe holiday. 


Soccer 


Some time ago, the school committee took under con- 
sideration the institution of soccer on an interscholastic 
level. At the time of its proposal, the committee felt that 
until such time as facilities are available, the matter 
should be tabled. 

Now is the time to take it off the table, since the 
fields at the new senior high school are available and 
adaptable to use for soccer play. 

Soccer is becoming an increasingly popular sport. It 
affords participation by many who otherwise would be 
unable to join in interscholastic athletic activity. 

It has become a professional sport in this country 
with Boston having an entry in the national league. 

It is an enduring sport, but one which is rewarding in 
the physical fitness of youth. 

If the high school is to initiate a team for inter- 
scholastic competition, it is time now to begin planning 
since finances will be needed in the year ahead. 
It should not be an expensive undertaking, since equip- 
ping of a team would be quite minimum. 

Instituting of the sport at this level would bring back 
the days of old Andover when soccer was one of the 
major athletic events of the community. 


The name of Andover was widespread several years 
ago, when soccer 
against local clubs at the old Cricket field and also on 
the grounds in front of the American Woolen Administra- 
tion building, now Sacred Heart school. 

If the sport is to be instituted, then it is time for the 
school committee to begin thinking about providing the 
necessary funds. 

There is sufficient interest. Boys at the junior and 
senior high schools have been competing on an intra- 
mural basis for the past few years. 

Scheduling of games, ordering of equipment, ete., must 
precede the formation of a team. Now is the time to have 
some serious thinking on the subject. Facilities are now 
available — soccer fans await some definite action by 
the school committee.

Waterfowl 
Season 


Options 


Frameworks within which Mass- 
achusetts may set its 1968 water- 
fowl seasons have been announced 
by the U, S, Fish and Wildlife 
Service, 

Between the outside dates of Oct, 
5 though Jan, 15, inclusive, Mass- 
achusetts will have a choice of a 
50-day consecutive season or a 
split season totalling 45 days with 
a daily bag limit of three ducks 
and a possession limit of six ducks, 
Or, they may elect a season of 40 
consecutive days or 36 in a split 
season with a daily bag limit of 
four ducks, a possession limit of 
eight, 

In any case, limits may not in= 
clude more than: two black ducks 
per day, and four in possession; 
two mallards per day and four in 
possession; two wood ducks per 
day and four in possession; and 
one canvasback or redhead duck 
per day, and one of either species 
in possession, 

Hunters may be allowed to take 
10 coots per day and have 20 in 
possession, and may take five 
mergansers per day and have 10 
in possession, provided that not 
more than one hooded merganser 
be taken per day, nor more than 
two be in possession, 

For geese, Massachusetts may 
elect a 70 day season, split or 
straight, between the outside dates 
of October 5 and January 26, with 
a daily bag of two and a posses= 
sion limit of four, There is no 
penalty for a split season with 
geese, During the same seasons, 
hunters may be allowed to take six 
brant per day, with a possession 
limit of six, 

There will be no opporunity for 
a special black duck season this 
year, nor will there be an allowance 
for bonus scaup ducks in the daily 
bag or possession limits during 
the regular season, 

There will be an opportunity to 
have a special season for scaup 
ducks, It must be of 16 consecutive 
day’s duration, outside the regular 
season for other ducks and between 
the outside dates of Oct, 1 and Jan, 
31, inclusive, The daily bag limit 
may be five scaup, the possession 
limit ten scaup, Such a scaup sea= 
son may be in effect only in an 
area clearly delineated and defined 
in state regulations, and must be 
mutually agreed upon by the 
state and the Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, Any 
overlapping of either the sea-duck 
season or the goose season will 
not affect this special scaup sea= 
son,
